MAN OF WEALTH

‘Harry Howard, Jaysee gymna- 
sium manager, recently remind- 
ed Battery editorialists of Amer- 
ica’s economic status in the 
world of today. From Mr. How- 
ard’s summarized data, it is not 
hard for us to understand why 
those dictatorial gountries who 
covet our position as a world 
power would be tempted to risk 
great sacrifices in an effort to 


build up their own resources.. 


From Mr. Howard, we. learned: 

That seven per cent of the peo- 
ple of the world living in the 
United States, under the Ameri- 
can plan of government, have 
more purchasing power than all 
of Europe put together and pos- 
sess more than half of the en- 
tire world’s wealth. 

That from only six per cent of 
the world’s tillable acreage, the 


American people harvest more 
than half of the world’s food- 
stuffs. 


That 60 per cent of the world’s 
minerals are extracted from the 
soil of the United States. 

That America has nearly half 
of the world’s communication fa- 
cilities and nearly half of the 
world’s railway and electrical 
energy. 

That America produces 92 per 
cent of the world’s automobiles 
and that ‘22,000,000 of them run 
over the 600,000 miles of paved 
roads in the. United States. 

That this seven per cent of the 
world’s population living in the 
United States enjoys a standard 
of living which enables our peo- 
ple to consume half of the 
world’s coffee, tin, rubber, 
three-fourths of the world’s silk, 
one-third of the world’s coal, and 
two-thirds of her crude oil. 
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RESIDENTIAL 
TRAINING PROJECT 


For those interested in learn- 
ing the skilled and. semi-skilled 
trades, a one year course is be- 
ing offered by the N.Y.A. in con- 
nection with the California. Poly- 
technic School at-San Luis Obis- 
po. 
Any student between the ages 
of 18-25 who has had a high 
school. education is eligible. A 
physical examination is required. 
The students spend. half a day 
in the class room; and the other 
half working on their various 
projects, most of which will be 
in aviation trades. 

The pay is $30.00 per month, 
of which $22.00 is retained for 
room and board. The students 
live at the project in. shelters 
provided by the N.Y.A. The proj- 
ect is under the direct supervi- 
sion of three N.Y.A. supervisors 
in charge of the recreational,. re- 
ligious and social activities of the 
young men as well as the train- 
ing program itself. 

The~-project is mainly to train 
workers for the aviation indus- 
try, but they may enter any field 
they choose upon completion of 
the course. Due to the shortage 
of skilled and semi-skilled work- 
ers the government has under- 
taken to begin training men for 
the above trades. 

New classes will start on Oc- 
tober 1, and’ about the first of 
April, next spring. For further 
details see Miss Lescisin. 
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Aviators Receive 
Strict Regulations 
For New Year 


Disheartening news was re- 
ceived this week by the fresh- 
men enrolled in the. aviation 
course when a bulletin’ from 
Washington revealed that one 
year of college work was re- 
quired before the aviation course 
could be taken. 

Besides the one added year of 
preliminary — schooling, all en- 
rolled aviation enthusiasts must 
receive approval from the Sali- 
nas Junior College and from the 
airport. According to Mr. Lang- 
don, aviation instructor, there is 
still room for four or five more 
sophomores in the C.A.A. course. 

New regulations issued by the 
Civil Pilot Training Program in 
Washington for the fall semester 
program are as follows: 

Flight and ground courses are 
to be completed by January 31. 

Students must be citizens of 
the United States. ' 

They must have received their 
18th but not their 26th birthday 
on or before October 1, 1940. 

They must have neither held 
nor hold a pilot certificate or 
higher rating. 

Applicants who are undergrad- 
uates still in college must have 
completed at least one full year 
of coliege work. 

Those who are no longer en- 
rolled in college must have com- 
pleted at least one full year of 

! college work. : 

They must have a commercial 
CPT physical rating. 

If under 21 years of age they 
must have the written consent of 
their parent or guardian. 

Students must be members of 
the student body, and students 
must pay their own physical ex- 
amination and insurance fees.
